A second meeting to discuss 
ways and means of instituting a 
community recreation program 
was held in the council cham- 
bers Monday. The meeting was 
addressed by Deputy-Reeve W. 
E. Brandon, chairman, of the 
York county education commit- 
tee, Deputy-Reeve Horace Purdy, 
secretary of the same committee, 
and Reeve Hugh Griggs, county 
commission.

The flying bomb is a devilish I they were served a mixture 
invention, Pte. Stanley Keetch, | made out of ground black barley 



whose wife and sop live on 
Charles St, said this week in 
telling' some of his experiences 
overseas. "The- flying bomb is 
not war, it is murder" Pte. 
Keetch recently returned after 
five years and three months 
overseas with the R.C.A.S.C. He 
is on a 30-day leave, reporting to 
Toronto when the leave is up. 

Pte. Keetch said that when a 
flying bomb passed overhead, 
less than 2,000 feet in the air, 
the vibrations caused by its pas- 
sage were sufficient to knock 
chinaware off the shelves. He 
said that he had seen craters dug 
by the explosion of a "flying 
telegraph pole" which were at 
least 30 feet deep and 60 feet 
wide. 

"Antwerp was bombed by 
these robots all the time but not 
once was the harbor area hit," 
he stated.. "In flight they seem- 
ed to have a long tail of fire 
streaming from them. You 
didn't hear the flying telegraph 
poles, they travelled faster than 
sound. The others, the ones 
with wings, did the most dam- 
age. They would level a whole 
block." 

He told of seeing the flying 
telegraph poles or rocket bombs, 
being launched at night. "They 
shoot directly up with a long 
fiery stream behind them until 
they arc out of sight," he said. 

Pte. Keetch declared that the 
food shortage was most serious 
in the formerly occupied coun- 
tries. "I have seen workmen go- 
ing on the night shift with only 
a sandwich of black bread and 
boiled cabbage to serve as sup- 
per," he said. "The black bread 
tasted like sawdust. For coffee, 



which tasted awful. The Ger- 
mans charged the Dutch 300 
guilders, or $75, a pound for but- 
ter, tea or coffee.' 

Pte. Keetch said that he had 
subscribed to two Victory Loans 
while in Europe and that the 
servicemen bought as many 
bonds as they could. 

He saw Percy and George 
Myers while in Holland. t He 
said that Percy Myers had been 
in a motor accident and was hos- 
pitalized but not seriously hurt. 
The accident occurred when a 
truck being driven by Percy 
crashed into an English truck. 

Pte. Keetch was driving a ten- 
ton ammunition truck while in 
Europe. He landed in Norman- 
dy and followed the Canadian 
forces through Belgium and Hol- 
land and into Germany. He was 
driving in Germany when given 
his leave. He expressed admira- 
tion for the Dutch and Belgians 
but felt that the French in Nor- 
mandy were more concerned 
over their property than with 
the success of the invasion. "The 
French changed, though, as we 
got inland," he said. 

He had high praise for the 
English for the way they stood 
up under the blitz, especially the 
women munition workers and 
ambulance drivers. "I used to 
drive through London a lot dur- 
ing the blitz and I would see 
these women air raiO wardens 
and ambulance drivers digging 
in the ruins and saving lives 
even while bombs were still fall- 
ing about them," he said. "The 
munition workers never left 
their jobs even in the worst oi' 
it."

HAY EFFORT 

OF AIRBORNE 
TOLD TO LIONS 



A description by Major Edward 
Clayton Fuller of the work done 
by the sixth ACrhorne Division in 
the Invasion of France and the 

fighting after was the highlight 
of the Lions cluh military night 
on Monday. Major Fuller was 
with the Sixth Airhorne when 
they dropped into France the 
night before D Day and he gave 
a graphic description of just what 
It feels like to parachute into 
enemy territory at night. 

The Lions club had as Us guests 
officers and n.co.'s of Xo. 23. 
Lteut. Col. Newton M. Young, 
officer commanding the camp, 
and Major A. H. Adams, second 
in command, were seated at the 
head table. Other guests from 
the camp were Major I*. Menzies. 
Copt. H. iPecvers. Capt. T. 
George, Capt. O. B. Caswell, Capt. 
Hugh McLean. Lieut. F. White. 
Sgt. Major Johnson. Sgt. Major 
Walford and Sergeants Flood. 
Stewart, ilalley, Jones. Rankin 
and Comric. Ernest .Wright nnd 
If; It. Trapp were also guests. 

Win. Geer reported that three 
children had had their tonf.'!s out 
nt the expence of the Lions cluh 
and It. C. Morrison reported that 
his committee was handling five 
eye cases, two of which to be 
operated on. President II. K. Gil- 
roy announced that the Lions 
club Ladies' Night would be held 
at Pickering College on Friday. 
June 22. 

Before telling of his experien- 
ces. Major Fuller spoke of the 
Eighth Victory loan. "I under- 
stand from a public opinion poll 
in this district that the main 
motive for buying bonds Is pat- 
riotism. There Is nothing I can 
add to that except to say that 
your hoys oveseas have a right to 
all the support you can give them 
through victory bonds." 

Major Fuller Is a Toronto man 
who wont overseas In 1933 and 
In 1913 transferred from the Tor* 
onto Scottish to the Canadian 
Parachute Battalion. "Contrary 
to popular belief." he said, "the 
Germans were the first to think 
of airborne troops. In the early 
W2'»'s they encouraged glider 1 
work and jumping. The Unsslnns 
refined the technique and brought 
it to targe scale activity. Britain 
was not Interested hut after the 
Invasion of Crete by German air- 
borne troops, the Itritlsh govern- 
ment passed nn appropriation for 
the formation of airborne troops. 
"In the early spring of 1912. 
Canada decided to form a para- 
chute battalion. Tito battalion 
trained at Fort Hcnulng. Gorpia, 
and at Camp Shtlo In Manitoba. 
The Canadians went overseas In 
1943. just before Christmas. 

"The Canadians were made a 
part of the Sixth British Alrl>orne 
division and trnlneO with thorn. 
I havo fHl that it was a great 
honor and privilege to work with 
the British. They did everything 
to help us. 

"Wo were told that our first 
operation would he a jump into 
Franco. Tension *.-rew ns we pro- 
ceeded with, our training. Vtn- 
ally at the end of the second week 
III .May of 1914 we were shown 
plans for the !> Pay invasion. A 
fow days later wo moved into 
concentration areas near tho air* 
dromes where we would take off. 
Wo flew In C47 transports which 
had* a crew of five men and took 
2u parachutists, 

"In the two weeks before June 
6 wo studied scale models, of the 

district whore Wo w«*rc going to 
land. Wo wore briefed those two 

HOlId weeks. On June 2, we want 
to cho airdrome to meet the crows 

of tho planes In which wo were to 
fly. Tho airmen were Canadians, 
Australian* and Kngllsh. |They 
gavo us ovary bit of co-operation. 

"Back at our camp wo still 
didn't know tho duto of the oper- 
ation and wo were all very tense. 
On Juno 4 wo were told wo would 
bo flying that night. All tho men 
woro warned. Wo {checked our 
equipment and had supper. Then, 
at tno Inst moment, the operation 
was called off. Tho weather was 
not thought suitable for our 
Jumping. On Juno B, the weather 
was bettor and that night wo 
took off. The first plane roared 
down tho landing field at 11.02 
p.m. There were so planes in our 
group. Wo crossed the coast near 
Southampton. There wen* planes 
everywhere In tho nlr. It was 
hard to believe there was room 
for them nil. We could see all 
sorts of activity on the ground. 

"Our big fear was flak. Wo 
carried no guns and had escorting 
fighters to protect us hut our big 
enemy 'was tho fink. We crofted 
tho Fronch conut at 1.000 feet <u.d

The bells toll for two former 
Xocth York athletes killed in 
action. Mr. and Mrs. James Coch- 
rane of Milliken have teen notified 
of the death of their eldest son, 

JLieut. Jimmy Cochrane, MX., who 

was killed in action white serving 
with the Oxford and Bucks regi- 
ment of the British army on March 
24. Jimmy was that sunny-faced, 
curly-headed lad who played short- 
stop for Richmond HiH Roses in 
the York-Simcoe sou ball league 
and won the hearts of the fans 
with his sparkling play and fine 
competitive spirit. He enlisted with 
the Queen's >"orks in 1942, going 
overseas shortly after D-Day. He 
took part In three airborne invas- 
ions, including France and the 
•battle of the Bulge", and ror his 

gallantry in the former action was 

awarded the Military Cross. Be- 
sides playing for the Hill he per- 
formed with UnlonvHIe. Seems 
hard to believe that this gallant 27- 
year-old fellow will not be included 
in the post-war sports of the dis- 
trict. 

Reported as a news story last 

week was the untimely ending of 

31-year-old Walter Dove, who played 
a swell game of junior lacrosse for 
Aurora in the early 3G*s. A nephew 
of the famous Pete •Machell, one 
of the province's best known home 
players in the national game, was 
fleet of foot, a tricky stickhandler 
and. while small of stature, always 

bore down on the opposing goal 
with breakneck speed, backing up 
fiom no one. He moved to Toronto 
following junior days and played 
briefly around Woodbridge after 
that. He leaves a wife and family. 
He is the third member of the 
Aurora Rangers of 1933 to pay .the 
•tipreme sacrifice. L.-Cpl. Bruce 
Stiles and Pte. Wesley Heaney of 
the same team, both having died 
while in uniform.

Mr. Cook's coaching. On the sub- 
ject of lacrosse, the annual meet- 
ing; of the O.A.UA. was held in 
Hamilton last Saturday and not 
one of the old lacrosse strongholds 
in North York was represented by 
a delegate, a far cry from the days 
of Herb Lennox. Tom Doyle. Ernie 
Doyle, Frank Doyle and Charlie 
Quertie. Ben Collings, Tom Bell and 
those other old timers who always 
saw the district was well repre- 
sented, lacrosse could easily be 
sold to the present day youngsters 
if someone would just take a hold 
of it.

ARTICLE ONE 

Vocational guidance iran be 
very useful in the lives of stu- 
dents, and comparative!) freu 
from the danger of inisdir-ction 
if we resist the temptation to 
say: "My hoy, there is no doubt 
about it, you ought to follow a 
profession/' and say, instead 
"Here's an interesting plan of 
finding out what people do tit 
earn a living. Suppose we form 
a kind of committee to study the 
situation and compare ideas on 
what we should like to do when 

wo face the question 'What Shall 
I Be?' " 

How should a vocation be 
chosen? Well, a formal answer 
would run somctliing like this: 
A vocation should be chosen by 
guidance and by personal ex- 
ploration because of a call to, or 
a sense of fitness for, a particu- 
lar career or occupation. 

Notice in the preceding para- 



graph the word "exploration" be- 
cause the difference between 
exploring and drifting is very 
great. Planning will not solve 
all the problems of a career but 
in this age most authorities are 
agreed that some planning is 
desirable. Now planning in- 
volves exploring. An explorer 
does not know what may turn up 
but he has in mind certain im- 
portant objectives and he col- 
lects all the data that he carl to 
help him get the results he is 
after 

"Where there is no vision, the 
people perish" and where there 
is no guidance in careers a lot of 
trouble can occur. Here is an 
interesting conversation from a 
novel, The Wayward Man, by St. 
John Ervine. 

Mrs. Dunwoody and Robert re- 
turned to Belfast at the end of 
their holiday in some anger with 
each other. Their discussions, 
however they might start, ended 
with the obstinate assertion that 
he was determined to be a sailor. 

"It's no use talking," she said, 
"I've planned your career!" 

"Amn't I to have any say in it, 
then?" 

"At your age. What do you 
know what you want?"

questions for you to think about: 

1. Does this represent a com- 
mon kind of incident in homes? 

2. What do you suppose Robert 
did ultimately? 

3. What other course might

selection of an occupation? 

5. What might be the wisest 
plan to follow should such a con- 
flict of ideas arise?

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Situation Is Critical, 

Property Chairman Says 



"Aurora is facing a critical 
housing situation," Councillor 
Rod. V. Smith, chairman of the 
town property committee,- tcld 

The Era and Express this week. 
"It might be necessary for us to 
ask to be included in the restrict- 
ed movement area, as in the Tor- 
onto and suburban districts. 

"We could readily sell town 
lots and there are dozens of 
people waiting to build, but they 
cannot secure contractors to take 
on the work. Tlie contractors in 
turn cannot get the necessary 
labor, and many are booked well 
ahead. Property is comanding a 
good price, and many people are 
selling houses they have former- 
ly rented. About 25 or 30 fam- 
ilies have to move and most of 
them have no idea where they 
will go. This includes some per- 



sons who have resided in town 
for years." 

Mr. Smith feels, however, that 
there are many citizens who 
have homes big enough to share 
with those needing accommoda- 
tion, as well as many who would 
at least rent out rooms. 

"Anyone able to ease the situ- 
ation is asked to make it 

known," said Mr. Smith. "While 
we welcome newcomers to town, 
it may be necessary to ask the 
rent controller fo step in to pro- 
tect citizens here from finding 
themselves without accommoda- 
tion. We are not atone in this as 
many municipalities close to Tor- 
onto are finding the same situ- 
ation." 
The housing situation will 

likely be considered by council 
at its next meeting, Mr. Smith 
said.

LATE "TONY" SMITH 




Raymond Cook, 20, Dies, 

Was Student Minister 



The Ontario Jockey club has 
honored the memory of the late 
Capt. Anthony 'Tony" Smith, 
Aurora, who was killed in action 
overseas, by creating the "An- 
thony L. Smith Memorial 
Steeplechase." The race has a 
value to the winner of $1,500 and 
will be a feature of the opening 
of the spring season at the 

Woodbine race track. 

Capt. Smith was a prominent 
all-round sportsman and a 
gentleman rider interested in 
polo, the hunt and steeplechas- 
ing. Capt. Smith, who was 37, 
attended St. Andrew's College. 
He was killed in France on July 
27, 1944, after four years* of ser- 
vice overseas. He once competed 
in the famous Grand National 
Steeplechase in England. His 
wife, the former Anne Taylor, 
and one small daughter reside 
near Aurora, 



Raymond Charles Cook died 
suddenly at York County hospi- 
tal on Monday. One of Aurora's 
most popular and most promising 

young men, Mr. Cook, who was 
in his 21st year, was the son of 
Mr. Charles Cook, Yonge St, 
Aurora, # and the late Mary Cook, 
and was born in Aurora. He at- 
tended Aurora public and high 
schools, at the latter institution 
being a champion orator and de- 
bater and an officer in the cadet 
corps. He was also a member of 
Aurora Boys' band and was a 
weJl known trombone soloist. 
He won several medals for his 
playing. He organized his own 
brass quartet, which rendered 
sacred music at many church 
services. He was a member of 
Aurora United church choir and 
was prominent in the Y.P.U. 

Upon completing his high 
school course he decided upon 
the ministry for a career, being 
sponsored by Aurora United 
church. He commenced his 
studies at Victoria University. 
Last year he spent the summer 
at Neidpath, Sask. r in the mis- 



sion field and this year was 
scheduled to go to Big River, 
Sask. He was president of his 
year Victoria *4<S at University, 
and was also prominent in stu- 
dent activities. 

A private funeral service, 
with Rev. Roy Hicks in charge, 
was held at the family residence, 
prior to the public service on 
Wednesday afternoon in Aurora 
United church. Rev. Stephen 
Mather, chairman of the Toronto 
centre presbytery of St. James* 
Bond church, and Rev. Harry 
Mellow, Leaskte. United church, 
were in charge of the service. 
In attendance were many preemi- 
nent ministers of the United 
church and official? of- Victoria 
University, as well ;*s T.-I'wW stu- 
dents. 

The pallbearers were class- 
mates, Clifford Cornelt, Richard 
Craddock, John Truman, Keith 
Blair, Noor Hussanali, and How- 
ard Matson of Schomberg. Class- 
mates also acted as ushers and 
flower bearers, and formed a 
guard of honor. 

Interment was at Newmarket 
cemetery.

HOST TO PREMIER 

Lleut.-Col. C. R. Boulding, 
E.D., was host at London Mili- 
tary hospital to the Hon. Peter 
Fraser, prime minister of New

San Francisco conference, was 
travelling by plane from Mont- 
real to Toronto, nnd owing to 
inclement weather his plane was 
forced to land at Crumlln air- 
port.

Released this week by the de- 
partment of national defence is 
the inside story of how two Au- 
rora men won decorations in 
Italy. The citations are those of 
the Military Cross won by Hon. 
Capt. W. W. Burnett, Metcalfe 
St., and the Military Medal of 
the late Sgt. Wesley Stephenson, 
who was killed in action with 
the Irish Regiment in Italy on 
Jan. 4 of this year. ' Capt. Bur- 
nett returned home to Aurora, 
where his wife has taken up resi- 
dence, in January, and is still 
taking treatment for his wounds. 
He was attached to the New 
Brunswick Hussars in Italy. 

The heroism of these two gal- 
lant soldiers is told in the fol- 
lowing short citations: 

"On Sept. 1, 1944, during action 
north of the Foglia River, Capt. 
Burnett took a burial party of 
six men forward in a Honey 
tank. Operating just in rear of 
tanks in action, he". gave every 
possible assistance with the 
wounded, besides carrying out 
his duties of burying the dead. 
Up to the time he was wounded 
he worked tirelessly under heavy 
enemy shell fire with no thought 
of personal safety. 

"They were engaged in bury- 
ing the dead when an exploding 
shell kilted two, wounded Capt. 
Burnett and the other members 
of the party. An officer of a 
Canadian field regiment attempt- 
ed to give first aid to Capt. 
Burnett but he insisted that the 
others bo attended to first, al- 
though his arm was broken, he 
had lost a thumb and two fingers 
and suffered a severe wound in 
the stomach. Throughout this 
action Capt. Burnett displayed 



an example of gallantry and de- 
votion to the spiritual and physi- 
cal welfare % x>t rniijroops which 

was far above Ihe normal call of 
duty." 

"On Sept. 2, 1944, following 
the entry of the Irish Regiment 
of Canada into Tomba dl Pesaro, 
the town and road on either 
side of it was very heavily shell- 
ed, causing many casualties. 

"Sgt. Stephenson, the chief 
medical assistant at the regi- 
mental aid post, in the centre of 
the town, received many calls 
for medical assistance. On three 
occasions when the. shelling was 
at Its worst, rather than detail a 
man to go out into the {xirrago, 
he quietly called for a volunteer 
to accompany him and drove the 
jeep ambulance to the location 
himself. 

"On the third occasion he 
started. toward the church, which 
had been one of the main targets 
for German artillery throughout 
the day. As he drove along a 
shell burst just in front of him, 
throwing his vehicle into the 
crater and badly damaged it. 
Sgt. Stephenson escaped injury 
and continued down the road on 
foot until he found an abandoned 
jeep which he drove to the loca- 
tion of the casualty. He dragged 
the wounded inun from his 
vehicle, performed emergency 
first aid and returned safely to 
the regimental aid post. 

"The determined and courage- 
ous behaviour of this medical 
orderly saved the wounded 
man's life and his devotion to 
duty and calmness under fire has 
earned him the confidence and 
respect of all ranks In the bat- 
I talion." 



Ewart Flintof f , Charles 
Rowe Return To Homes 



Bdi\ Ewart R. FHntoff, Orillia, 
a former Aurora boy, is home 
from overseas. He enlisted two 
days after war broke out and 
went overseas in December, 
1939. • 

Bdr. Flinloff saw service until 
Inst July, from the invasion of 
Sicily onward. Previous to that 
ho had taken part in thb retreat 
from Dunkirk. Last July he was 
wounded and except for the two 
months he was in hospital he had 
no respite from service. He left 
Italy in February. 

He is seeing his little daughter, 
Karen, -who was born s five 
months after he left Canada, for 
the first time. He has recovered 
from his wounds. He surprised 



his family, including his sister, 
Mrs. J. Cook, Toronto, by walk- 
ing in unannounced. 

FU.-Lient Charles Rowe, son 
of Mrs. Bert Rowe, Gurnutt St., 
arrived homo from overseas 
early last week. Fit.-Lleut, 
Rowe has been on active service 
since 1940, nnd a little over a 
year ago made his first trip 

home. 

He expects to report to Tren- 
ton at the end of his leave. Ho 
has had two operational tours 
over enemy territory, over 60 
operational flights in all. A 
brother, Sgt. Ted Rowe, serves 
with tho R.C.A.F. and another 
brother, Jim, is with the navy at 
Hamilton.

the flak was intense hut out of 
SS planes, we lost only two. 

"When we are in the plane 
there are two senate. The fir*: 
is a red light which means there 
is only three .seconds to go before 
we jump. Just after the red light 
went on our plane was hit by 
flak and the pilot was forced to 
take evasive action. Wo were 
thrown Into a heap. We no soon- 
er scrambled to our lent when 
the plane lurched iikuIh and we 
went down a second time. We 
got to our feet just as the Kveen. 
light went on and we jumped. 

"We jump from R00 to 500 feet 
up ami we are In the air from 30 
to ■*.*> seconds hut It seemed an 
ajSft 1 RftW that I was heading 
for a river and sure enough. I 
lauded right in the middle of it. 
I got ashore ami joined my men. 
For iVo weeks we were hehlud 
the enemy tine-* before we joined 
the men who invaded France by 
sea. During those weeks we did 
our JqliK which conslaloo! of blow* 
ing up I wo bridges, wrecking a 
power plant and heating up n vill- 
age held by over 100 Germans. 
Wo suffered heavy casualties 
during those two weeks. 

"After we joined the men from 
the benches, wo fought with them 
as far tiH the Seine Itiver. I was 
wounded and had to he evacuated. 
I was taken on a Red Cross Jeep 
through the enemy lines to an 
evacuation camp on the bench. I 
was aeitt across by water to 
England and to a base hospital. 
"Of all the services In the army 
I have the highest admiration for 
the medical men. They did won- 
ders la handling the wounded. 
Tliey even parachuted medical 
men with penicillin and hlood 
plasma to ua." 

After Major Fuller was recov- 
ered he rejoined his outfit ia 
time to bo thrown Into action 
during the Hunstedt offensive at 
ChrlHhrmtt. Following this action 
he and his men were returned lo I 
England to train for Iho Rhino I 
crossing. The day he was schcu* 
uled to leavo word came through 
that ho was bolng givon leave 
and he returned lo Cnnndn. 

"In closing," ho said, "there is 
ono point I woutd llko to siren* 
about the victory loan. I cannot 
sec victory as only a proclamn* 
tlon. To my mind victory Is when 
every Canadian soldier Is return- 
ed home and In a job. Thai takes 
a lot of money. Then I hero Is 
the cost of rehabilitation and 
policing, Germany. That takes 
money too. 8o when I hear nome- 
one say that they don't see why 
they Hhould buy homlB with the 
war no nearly over, it Just doesn't 
make aense."
